The Escanaba city council last 
night 
voted 
against 
increasing 
special 
assessm ents 
on 
paving 
projects com pleted this year 
for 
which petitions w ere subm itted at 
fixed cost figures in the w inters 
of 1948-49 and 1949-50. 
T hirty-tw o blocks of 
paving 
were completed this sum m er and 
fall. 
The petitions for half of 
this work w ere subm itted in the 
w inter of 1948-49 and property 
owners w ere inform ed the cost 
would be S3 per lineal foot. The 
other half of the petitions for work 
finished this year were subm itted 
in the w inter of 1949-50 and the 
quoted cost figures 
then 
w ere 
S3 25. 
The assessm ents w ere 
spread 
over a three year period and the 
property ow ners have already paid 
tw o-thirds of the estim ated costs. 
The actual cost of

paving, 
however, w as $3.92 per lineal foot.

Wild Chase M ay Be Deterrent 
To Wave Of Car Thefts Here 
THE 17-year old high school boy who 
stole a parked car near St. Patrick’s 
church Wednesday night probably intend­ 
ed to use it only briefly and to abandon it 
when he was through with it later in the 
evening. That fits the pattern of num er­ 
ous car thefts in Escanaba the past few 
months. 
However, before the evening was over 
the youngster was involved in a wild chase 
that lasted more than a half hour at speeds 
up to 70 miles per hour. The youth’s lite 
was endangered. So were the lives of the 
policemen and the lives of many pedes­ 
trians and other motorists. 
The police, of course, could have aband­ 
oned the chase and let the youngster 
es­ 
cape. That would have removed the dan­ 
gers involved in a race of this kind through 
residential streets. That would not be very 
good law enforcement, however, and 
it 
certainly would encourage acceleration of 
car thefts, of which there have been far too 
many already. 
Actually, of course, until the chase was 
ended and the young man apprehended, 
the police officers could not know whether 
their quarry was a youngster on a joy 
ride in a stolen car or whether it was a 
criminal whose car theft was a phase of 
an even greater crime. In this instance, the 
police did a good job in keeping 
up the 
pursuit to a successful conclusion. It may 
prove a deterrent to youngsters and others 
who may regard car thefts as a minor law 
violation. 
In the months of October and November 
there were 24 car thefts in Escanaba. In 
most cases the car thefts were made pos-

In Hands O f Reds 
F 
OUR more Americans are now trapped 
behind the Iron Curtain. They were, 
of course, the crew of the U. S. trans­ 
port plane, bound for Yugoslavia that was 
forced down by Russian planes in Hun­ 
gary. 
The Russians have gone to their custom­ 
ary elaborate 
lengths 
to establish 
that 
these four are ’’spies and saboteurs” bent 
upon fomenting trouble 
in 
the 
Soviet 
Union or her satellites. Actually, they were 
on a routine Air Force flight carrying sup­ 
plies from Munich to the American em­ 
bassy in Belgrade. 
Apparently the plane did blunder across 
the Hungarian border. At any rate, on the 
day it disappeared its crews reported being 
fired on by Hungarian border guards. But 
the Russians are not disposed to be gener­ 
ous about such a navigational error. 
To them, an off-course U. S. plane spells 
opportunity. It means a chance to add one 
more chapter in their continuing fantasy 
that the U. S. and its Western Alli.es are 
“plotting” against the Soviet Union and 
the satellites. 
If the Kremlin 
could not 
offer 
this 
dream stuff periodically to its subjects, it 
would hav«* increasing difficulty in main­ 
taining the repressive measures and crush­ 
ing economic burdens that accompany its 
heavy defense 
preparations. 
Constantly 
posing the threat 
of 
“outside 
plotters ' 
makes it easier for Moscow' to 
w’in 
ac­ 
ceptance—or at least tolerance—of these 
restrictions. 
Thus 
the 
four-man 
transport 
crew 
should be bracketed W i t h William Oatis, 
Associated Press correspondent imprison­ 
ed by Czechoslovakia and the rest of the 
esimated 75 U. S. citizens knowrn to be in 
jail or under restricted arrest in satellite 
lands. 
All are victims of the ruthless necessi­ 
ties of a tyrant’s policies. They are victims, 
too, of Russia's genuine though pathologi­ 
cal fear of either letting the truth about its 
domain get out or the truth about the free 
world get in. 
There is little question Moscow seeks to 
discourage by every means possible the 
entry into the Communist orbit of West­ 
erners W’ho can bring in accurate accounts 
of life outside and take 
away 
similar 
stories of what they see behind the Cur­ 
tain. 
State Department records indicate 6000 
Americans living either in Russia or the 
satellites. Some are there because their 
jobs compel it, others w*ant to be. Some 
lead what the department calls an “an­ 
onymous existence” 
Most of these are potential prey of the 
Communists, as are any who may later 
pass into Red territory intentionally or ac­ 
cidentally. All are entitled to the U. S. 
government’s full protection. 
The department says U. S. diplomats are 
doing everything they can to w’in freedom 
for the 75 imprisoned or arested Amei- 
cans. Naturally this must hold true also 
for the newly seized airmen. 
But let no one imagine the task is easy. 
Without implying that the departm ent has 
handled this problem with supreme ef­ 
ficiency, one still may acknowledge the 
tremendous obstacles.

SO much has to be said and written in 
the past about Escanabas fine smelt 
fishing excellent walleye 
fishing, good 
bass, trout and perch fishing that many 
people probably do not realize the im­ 
portance of the herring fishing to Delta 
county. That is natural enough because 
herring fishing is not so popular with the 
sportsmen. 
Nevertheless, the present herring run 
has already resulted in a catch of 2,000.000 
pounds to Delta county fishermen, with a 
value in excess of $100,000. The run is ex­ 
pected to continue for another two weeks. 
The big herring run not only means 
many dollars to the fishermen of the area 
but it is also a bonanza for mink ranchers. 
Herring provides a low cost food of ex­ 
cellent quality for mink and the abund­ 
ance of herring rn the fall and smelt in 
the spring, plus the natural climate of the 
area, make mink ranching attractive to 
farmers of this area.

CONTROLS AND CHAOS 
(Wall Street Journal) 
The 
authoritative 
Iron Age says that 
steel users w’ho used to call on steel com­ 
pany heads for help now are seeking their 
steel in Washington. 
“Steel users big and small, the armed 
forces, politicians, lobbyists and other gov­ 
ernment 
agency 
officials 
are 
making 
things hot for the National Production Au­ 
thority and Defense Production Adminis­ 
tration. . . The relationship of supply and 
demand has little influence in today’s steel 
market. . . 
Washington 
officials 
decide 
w’hat will be made and how’ much. This is 
true of civilian goods as well as military.” 
In brief, then, political agencies are in 
charge of the country’s 
basic 
industry. 
They determine what it shall make, who 
shall get it. what prices shall be charged 
and what wages should be paid. That the 
men in charge of these agencies are con­ 
scientious and generally able men does not 
alter the fact that the agencies are of po­ 
litical creation and they cannot do other­ 
wise than operate accordingly. 
All of this started because defense needs 
called for steel priorities to certain users 
The 
government undertook that control. 
In a short time it has found itself in con­ 
trol of steel manufacture 
and 
distribu­ 
tion. 
Steel has been produced at continuously 
record rates. The demand for some of th.e 
products W’hieh use steel has fallen off. Yet 
there is a steel shortage and there are at 
least grounds for the question as to wheth­ 
er controls have not actually caused or ac­ 
centuated the shortage. The arms program 
which was to be assisted by controls is be­ 
yond its scheduled deliveries. 
And the justification for all this? 
The 
usual one: The assertion that controls are 
necessary to avoid chaos.

WASHINGTON—Another mink coat has 
been dancing around the justice depart­ 
ment—or. rather, the ghost of a mink coat. 
It’s one of these wTill-o’-the-wisp. 
now-/ 
vou-see-it-now-you-don’t-see-it 
garments 
that was seen on the wife of a justice de­ 
partment official about a year ago, 
but 
which is seen no more. 
The coat, beautiful as it was supposed 
to be. is probably not as important as some 
of the political maneuvering around 
the 
alien property custodian. The general pub­ 
lic may not realize it. but the alian proper­ 
ty custodian handles 
millions of dollars 
worth of property seized from the 
Ger­ 
mans. Japenese and Italians during 
the 
war. 
However, a mink coat worn by the wife 
of a government official these days is get­ 
ting to be like arson, sabotage or treason, 
so I went down to the justice department 
to investigate. 
The husband of the lady, Harold Bayn- 
ton, the alien property custodian, I had 
never met before. He seemed like a nice 
guy and willing to open up every detail of 
his life: so I felt sort of like Mr. District 
Attorney, prying into his wife’s wardrobe, 
especially since he was at that time under 
investigation by GOP Senator Wiley of 
Wisconsin. 
Senator Wiley. I had learned earlier, had 
taken an investigatory interest in the alien 
property 
custodian after his brother-in- 
law. R. D. Jenkins, had been turned down 
on a case involving the International Silk 
Guild, of which Jenkins is an official. The 
Silk Guild wanted to collect several hun­ 
dred thousand dollars from the U. S. gov­ 
ernment, 
which the alien property cus­ 
todian seized during the war as Japanese 
funds. The Silk Guild claimed they were 
not Japanese funds, but their own funds. 
However, the alien 
property custodian 
finally ruled they w’ere funds which 
the 
Japanese had set aside for advertising, and 
therefore beonged to Uncle Sam as alien 
property, not to the Silk Guild and to Sen­ 
ator Wiley’s brother-in-law'. 
PAY TO OLD ROOMMATE 
However this occurred some time ago 
and today I think Senator Wiley is right in 
investigating the alien property custodian. 
Meanwhile. I proceeded with the investi* 
Ration of Mrs. Baynton’s mink coat. 
The mink coat, I had heard, was given 
to Mrs. Baynton by Harold Horowitz, who 
draws $27,600 as president of E. Leitz Co., 
the former German firm 
which 
makes 
Leica cameras. Since this alien company is 
now operated by the alien property cus­ 
todian, Horomitz keeps his job partly at 
the pleasure of Mr. Baynton. 
Originally Horowitz got his job through 
Herbert Bergson, a former assistant attor­ 
ney general, who turned out to have been 
Horowitz's roommate at 
Harvard 
law 
school. 
Running 
the Leitz Co. is only a 
half-time job, so $27,600 is pretty good 
pay, 
though 
in 
fairness to Horowitz it 
should be noted that when he took the 
firm over, it was on the verge of bank­ 
ruptcy. Now it’s making real dough. 
Horowitz also gets an expense account of 
about $15,000 a year, and Baynton’s pre­ 
decessor, David Bazelon, 
now a federal 
judge, questioned 
some 
of his expense 
items, including a reported $2,000 for a trip 
to California. In fact, Bazelon, on one oc­ 
casion, picked up the phone and instruct­ 
ed Horowitz not to spend a 
cent 
more 
without his okay. 
Incidentally, the profits from alien prop­ 
erty go to U. S. veterans who were impris­ 
oned by the Japs and Germans, so every 
dollar paid out on expenses means that 
much less for them. 
Baynton told me, however, that he ex­ 
amined Horowitz’s expenses 
and 
found 
them to be okay. 
Another interesting angle is that Horo­ 
witz, having got his job as president of the 
Leica camera concern through 
his 
old 
roommate, Herbert Bergson, is now paying 
aforesaid Bergman $1,000 a month as a 
legal retainer, Bergson now being in pri­ 
vate law practice. 
Boynton explained that the Leitz Co. 
was careful to observe the fair trade act, 
and Bergson, 
former assistant attorney 
general in charge of the antitrust division, 
is an expert on this. 
After going into all these things, I came 
around to the less agreeable subject of the 
mink coat. I pointed out that Mrs. Bayn­ 
ton had been seen in a mink coat last win­ 
ter and it was reported that the coat had 
been given her by Horowitz in return for 
government favors given him by Mr. Bayn­ 
ton 
Mr. Baynton admitted that his wife did 
have a mink coat last Christmas, but had 
only borrowed it.

To Speed T^integration’ Of NATO

PARIS — (NEA)— Cominform 
orders which may give some clue 
to Moscow’s latest strategy in the 
hot-cold w ar have been issued to 
all Red parties in the West, ac­ 
cording 
to 
French 
Communist 
sources. 
“The fate of the dying capi­ 
talist order has finally been seal­ 
ed,” the Krem lin’s instructions to 
its fifth columns state. “The rela­ 
tion of forces on the international 
arena 
is 
becoming 
increasingly 
unfavorable for 
the 
imperialist 
(Western) camp.” 
Faithful 
Reds 
are 
therefore 
urged to speed the “disintegra­ 
tion” 
of 
the 
North 
Atlantic 
Treaty countries through political 
strikes, 
violence 
and 
increased 
acts of sabotage. 
The orders were the main topic 
of discussion at a secret meeting 
of the Cominform in East Berlin 
Nov. 15. 
To encourage 
Western 
Reds, they listed four “major de­ 
feats” already “suffered by the 
international reactionaries”: 
1. The creation of the Chinese 
People’s 
Republic and the “his­ 
toric victory” 
of 
the 
Chinese 
people. 
2. The establishment 
of 
the 
pro-Soviet 
German “Democratic 
Republic. 
3. The “victory of Communism” 
in the countries behind the Iron 
Curtain. 
4. The “national liberation up­ 
surge” 
in 
Korea, 
Iran, 
Egypt, 
North Africa and other “colonial 
and dependent countries.” 
Moscow is obviously convinced 
that “the 
undermined 
position 
and 
growing 
weakness” of the 
West “add to the rage of the im­ 
perialists.” 
Bot 
the western 
democracies 
are not expected by the Soviet 
Politburo 
to “withdraw volun­ 
tarily from the historical arena.” 
On the contrary, “the aggressive­ 
ness of 
the imperialist 
camp 
headed by the United States is 
being intensified.” 
Western Communists have been 
ordered to exert every effort to 
cripple the armament program of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organi­ 
zation. Above all, they must pre- 


V#n«rat 3,1 costs the integration 
or \\ est German troops into the 
European defense system. 
A similar policy was recently

French Communist trade

leader, at a meeting of the pro- 
boviet World Federation of Trade 
Unions held in East Berlin.

Power With Words

COMES FROM STRANGE SOURCE 
Many of our words come from strange 
sources. Some are from games, some from * 
events in history, and some from people. 
But “panic” is horn an ancient supersti­ 
tion. 
The word implies sudden alarm, a feel­ 
ing of fright or apprehension spread among 
a number of people. 
In financial circles 
there may be panic when a considerable 
number of persons experience an over­ 
powering feeling of distrust. 
We took the word without much change 
in form or meaning from 
the 
ancient 
Greeks. No one now doubts that it cams 
from the name of the half-god, Pan; 
al­ 
though two hundred years ago the author 
of one of m*- old dictionaries said that k 
“had its original from the strategem of a 
great general named Pan; who with a few 
men ordered such shouts 
tq 
be 
made, 
where the rocks and country so favoured 
the sound, as to make their numbers ap­ 
pear to their enemies so large, as to af­ 
fright them.” 
The 
Greeks 
themselves, 
however, 
> 
thought otherwise. Their 
half-god 
Pan, 
off-spring of Hermes and a nymph, 
had 
such a frightening appearance that even at 
his birth his nurse fled in terror. His head 
and trunk were those of a man, except thai 
his face was fiery red, his nose flat, two 
horns grew from his head, and his face 
and body were covered with thick hair. 
But he had the legs, thighs, feet and tail of 
a goat. Nevertheless Pan became the god 
of shepherds—perhaps they didn’t fright­ 
en easily. And he was believed to have in­ 
vented the musical so-called 
“pipes 
of 
Pan’ or panpipes, originally composed of 
reeds. 
Pan lived among the mountains. Perhaps 
those mountains were still volcanic, 
be­ 
cause loud noises were sometimes heard 
among them. But the superstitious people 
in the neighborhood were 
certain 
that 
those terrifying sounds, coming from the 
gloomy, lonely depths of the mountains, 
could only some from the hideous, repul­ 
sive god Pan, who seemed to wish them ill. 
Each time the noises were heard the fright­ 
ened neighborhood would 
be 
overcome 
with “Panikon deima.” Panic terror, as it > 
was called.

Dec. 22 our shortest day since the 
sun will have reached its lowest 
point in the southern sky and will 
begin its trip n o rth w ard . 
While it is w in ter in the north­ 
ern hemisphere, it’s the start of 
the sum m er season in the south­ 
ern hem isphere. 
Professor Losh 
explains that the e a r th ’s north pole 
is now tipped aw ay from the sun 
while th e south 
pole 
is 
tipped 
tw enty-three and 
o n e-h alf 
de­ 
grees tow ard the sun, 
thus 
ac­ 
counting for the d ifferen t seasons 
at opposite ends of th e pole. 
However, before 
you 
get 
to 
envying those living in the south­ 
ern hem isphere too m uch, Profes­ 
sor Losh wishes to rem ind you 
that our w inter tends to be a lit­ 
tle m ilder than the kind served up 
in the South A m erican region at 
the tim e when our su m m e r season 
holds sway. 
“The northern in h ab itan ts bene­ 
fit from the fact th a t at this time 
of year the earth is about one and 
one-half million m iles closer to 
the sun than average,” Professor 
Losh says. 
“Also at this tim e of 
y ear the earth is m oving a little 
faster in its orbit thus tending to 
shorten our w inter season. 
The 
interval from the tim e the sun 
passes the equator heading north 
in March to the S ep tem b er equi­ 
nox w hen the sun is heading south 
is about six days longer than the 
tim e from the S ep tem b er to the 
March equinox.

W ild Chase May Be Deterrent 
To Wave Of Car Thefts Here 
T 
HE 17-year old high school boy who 
stole a parked car near St. Patrick’s 
church Wednesday night probably intend­ 
ed to use it only briefly and to abandon it 
when he was through with it later in the 
evening. That fits the pattern of numer­ 
ous car thefts in Escanaba the past few 
months. 
However, before the evening was over 
the youngster was involved in a wild chase 
that lasted more than a half hour at speeds 
up to 70 miles per hour. The youth’s life 
was endangered. So were the lives of the 
policemen and the lives of many pedes­ 
trians and other motorists. 
The police, of course, could have aband­ 
oned the chase and let the youngster 
es­ 
cape. That would have removed the dan­ 
gers involved in a race of this kind through 
residential streets. That would not be very 
good law enforcement, however, and 
it 
certainly would encourage acceleration of 
car thefts, of which there have been far too 
many already. 
Actually, of course, until the chase was 
ended and the young man apprehended, 
the police officers could not know whether 
their quarry was a youngster on a joy 
ride in a stolen car or whether it was a 
criminal whose car theft w-as a phase of 
an even greater crime. In this instance, the 
police did a good job in 
keeping 
up the 
pursuit to a successful conclusion. It may 
prove a deterrent to youngsters and others 
who may regard car thefts as a minor law 
violation. 
In the months of October and November 
there were 24 car thefts in Escanaba. In 
most cases the car thefts were made pos- 


More Americans 
In Hands O f Reds 
F 
OUR more Americans are now trapped 
behind the Iron Curtain. They were, 
of course, the crew' of the U. S. trans­ 
port plane, bound for Yugoslavia that was 
forced down by Russian planes in Hun­ 
gary. 
The Russians have gone to their custom­ 
ary elaborate 
lengths 
to establish 
that 
these four are “spies and saboteurs” bent 
upon fomenting trouble 
in 
the 
Soviet 
Union or her satellites. Actually, they were 
on a routine Air Force flight carrying sup­ 
plies from Munich to the American em­ 
bassy in Belgrade. 
Apparently the plane did blunder across 
the Hungarian border. At any rate, on the 
day it disappeared its crews reported being 
fired on by Hungarian border guards. But 
the Russians are not disposed to be gener­ 
ous about such a navigational error. 
To them, an off-course U. S. plane spells 
opportunity. It means a chance to add one 
more chapter in their continuing fantasy 
that the U. S. and its Western Alli.es are 
“plotting” against the Soviet Union and 
the satellites. 
If the Kremlin 
could not 
offer 
this 
dream stuff periodically to its subjects, it 
would hav“ increasing difficulty in main­ 
taining the repressive measures and crush­ 
ing economic burdens that accompany its 
heavy defense 
preparations. 
Constantly 
posing the threat 
of 
“outside 
plotters 
makes it easier for Moscow to 
win 
ac­ 
ceptance—or at least tolerance—of these 
restrictions. 
Thus 
the 
four-man 
transport 
crew 
should be bracketed with William Oatis, 
Associated Press correspondent imprison­ 
ed by Czechoslovakia and the rest of the 
esimatea 75 U. S. citizens known to be in 
jail or under restricted arrest in satellite 
lands. 
All are victims of the ruthless necessi­ 
ties of a tyrant’s policies. They are victims, 
too, of Russia's genuine though pathologi­ 
cal fear of either letting the truth about its 
domain get out or the truth about the free 
world get in. 
There is little question Moscow seeks to 
discourage by every means possible the 
entry into the Communist orbit of West­ 
erners who can bring in accurate accounts 
of life outside and take 
away 
similar 
stories of what they see behind the Cur­ 
tain. 
State Department records indicate 6000 
Americans living either in Russia or the 
satellites. Some are there because their 
jobs compel it, others want to be. Some 
lead what the department calls an “an­ 
onymous existence ” 
Most of these are potential prey of the 
Communists, as are any who may later 
pass into Red territory intentionally or ac­ 
cidentally. All are entitled to the U. S. 
government’s full protection. 
The department says U. S. diplomats are 
doing everything they can to wrin freedom 
for the 75 imprisoned or ai-ested Amei- 
cans. Naturally this must hold true also 
for the newly seized airmen. 
But let no one imagine the task is easy. 
Without implying that the department has 
handled this problem with supreme ef­ 
ficiency, one still may acknowledge the 
tremendous obstacles.

They determ ine what it shall make, who 
shall get it, what prices shall be charged 
and what wages should be paid. That the 
men in charge of these agencies are con­ 
scientious and generally able men does not 
alter the fact that the agencies are of po­ 
litical creation and they cannot do other­ 
wise than operate accordingly. 
All of this started because defense needs 
called for steel priorities to certain users 
The 
government undertook that control. 
In a short time it has found itself in con­ 
trol of steel manufacture 
and 
distribu­ 
tion. 
Steel has been produced at continuously 
record rates. The demand for some of the 
products which use steel has fallen off. Yet 
there is a steel shortage and there are at 
least grounds for the question as to w heth­ 
er controls have not actually caused or ac­ 
centuated the shortage. The arms program 
which was to be assisted by controls is be­ 
yond its scheduled deliveries. 
And the justification for all this? 
The 
usual one: The assertion that controls are 
necessary to avoid chaos.

Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON—Another mink coat has 
been dancing around the justice depart­ 
ment—or. rather, the ghost of a mink coat. 
Ifs one of these will-o’-the-wisp, 
now-/ 
you-see-it-now-you-don't-see-it garments 
that was seen on the wife of a justice de- 
paitment official about a year ago, 
but 
which is seen no more. 
The coat, beautiful as it was supposed 
to be, is probably not as important as some 
of the political maneuvering around 
the 
alien property custodian. The general pub­ 
lic may not realize it. but the alian proper­ 
ty custodian handles 
millions of dollars 
worth of property seized from the 
Ger­ 
mans, Japenese and Italians during 
the 
war. 
However, a mink coat worn by the wife 
of a government official these days is get­ 
ting to be like arson, sabotage or treason, 
so I went down to the justice department 
to investigate. 
The husband of the lady, Harold Bayn- 
ton, the alien property custodian, I had 
never met before. He seemed like a nice 
guy and willing to open up every detail of 
his life: so I felt sort of like Mr. District 
Attorney, prying into his wife’s wardrobe, 
especially since he was at that time under 
investigation by GOP Senator Wiley of 
Wisconsin. 
Senator Wiley, I had learned earlier, had 
taken an investigatory interest in the alien 
property 
custodian after his brother-in- 
law, R. D. Jenkins, had been turned down 
on a case involving the International Silk 
Guild, of which Jenkins is an official. The 
Silk Guild wanted to collect several hun­ 
dred thousand dollars from the U. S. gov­ 
ernment, 
which the alien property cus­ 
todian seized during the w ar as Japanese 
funds. The Silk Guild claimed they were 
not Japanese funds, but their own funds. 
However, the alien 
property custodian 
finally ruled they were funds which the 
Japanese had set aside for advertising, and 
therefore beonged to Uncle Sam as alien 
property, not to the Silk Guild and to Sen­ 
ator Wiley’s brother-in-law. 
PAY TO OLD ROOMMATE 
However this occurred some time ago 
and today I think Senator Wiley is right in 
investigating the alien property custodian. 
Meanwhile. I proceeded with the invests 
gation of Mrs. Baynton’s mink coat. 
The mink coat, I had heard, was given 
to Mrs. Baynton by Harold Horowitz, who 
draws $27,600 as president of E. Leitz Co., 
the former German firm 
which 
makes 
Leica cameras. Since this alien company is 
now operated by the alien property cus­ 
todian, Horomitz keeps his job partly at 
the pleasure of Mr. Baynton. 
Originally Horowitz got his job through 
Herbert Bergson, a former assistant attor­ 
ney general, who turned out to have been 
Horowitz's roommate at 
Harvard 
law 
school. 
Running 
the Leitz Co. is only a 
half-time job, so $27,600 is pretty good 
pay, 
though 
in 
fairness to Horowitz it 
should be noted that when he took the 
firm over, it was on the verge of bank­ 
ruptcy. Now it’s making real dough. 
Horowitz also gets an expense account of 
about $15,000 a year, and Baynton’s pre­ 
decessor, David Bazelon, 
now a federal 
judge, questioned 
some 
of his expense 
items, including a reported $2,000 for a trip 
to California. In fact, Bazelon, on one oc­ 
casion, picked up the phone and instruct­ 
ed Horowitz not to spend a 
cent 
more 
without his okay. 
Incidentally, the profits from alien prop­ 
erty go to U. S. veterans who were impris­ 
oned by the Japs and Germans, so every 
dollar paid out on expenses means that 
much less for them. 
Baynton told me, however, that he ex­ 
amined Horowitz’s expenses 
and 
found 
them to be okay. 
Another interesting angle is that Horo­ 
witz, having got his job as president of the 
Leica camera concern through 
his 
old 
roommate, Herbert Bergson, is now paying 
aforesaid Bergman $1,000 a month as a 
legal retainer, Bergson now being in pri­ 
vate law practice. 
Baynton explained that the Leitz Co. 
was careful to observe the fair trade act, 
and Bergson, 
former assistant attorney 
general in charge of the antitrust division, 
is an expert on this. 
After going into all these things, I came 
around to the less agreeable subject of the 
mink coat. I pointed out that Mrs. Bayn­ 
ton had been seen in a mink coat last win­ 
ter and it was reported that the coat had 
been given her by Horowitz in return for 
government favors given him by Mr. Bayn­ 
ton 
Mr. Baynton admitted that his wife did 
have a mink coat last Christmas, but had 
only borrowed it.

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Moscow Orders West European Reds 
To Speed ‘Disintegration’ Of NATO

PARIS — (NEA)— Cominform 
orders which may give some clue 
to Moscow’s latest strategy in the 
hot-cold w ar have been issued to 
all Red parties in the West, ac­ 
cording 
to 
French 
Communist 
sources. 
“The fate of the dying capi­ 
talist order has finally been seal­ 
ed,” the Krem lin’s instructions to 
its fifth columns state. “The rela­ 
tion of forces on the international 
arena 
is 
becoming 
increasingly 
unfavorable for 
the 
imperialist 
(W estern) camp.” 
Faithful 
Reds 
are 
therefore 
urged to speed the “disintegra­ 
tion” 
of 
the 
North 
Atlantic 
Treaty countries through political 
strikes, 
violence and increased 
acts of sabotage. 
The orders were the main topic 
of discussion at a secret meeting 
of the Cominform in East Berlin 
Nov. 15. 
To encourage 
Western 
Reds, they listed four “major de­ 
feats” already “suffered by the 
international reactionaries”: 
1. The creation of the Chinese 
People’s 
Republic and the “his­ 
toric victory” 
of 
the 
Chinese 
people. 
2. The establishment 
of 
the 
pro-Soviet 
German “Democratic 
Republic. 
3. The “victory of Communism” 
in the countries behind the Iron 
Curtain. 
4. The “national liberation up­ 
surge” 
in 
Korea, 
Iran, 
Egypt, 
North Africa and other “colonial 
and dependent countries.” 
Moscow is obviously convinced 
that “the 
undermined 
position 
and 
growing 
weakness” of 
the 
West “add 
to the rage of the im­ 
perialists.” 
But 
the 
western 
democracies 
are not expected by the Soviet 
Politburo 
to “withdraw volun­ 
tarily from the historical arena.” 
On the contrary, “the aggressive­ 
ness of 
the imperialist 
headed by the United 
being intensified.” 
Western* Communists have been 
ordered to exert every effort to 
cripple the armament program of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organi­ 
zation. Above all, they must pre-

of Y\ est German troops into the 
European defense system.

Power With Words

COMES FROM STRANGE SOURCE 
Many of our words come from strange 
sources. Some are from games, some from 
events in history, and some from people. 
But “panic” is horn an ancient supersti­ 
tion. 
The word implies sudden alarm, a feel­ 
ing of fright or apprehension spread among 
a number of people. 
In financial circles 
there may be panic when a considerable 
number of persons experience an over­ 
powering feeling of distrust. 
We took the wrord without much change 
in form or meaning from 
the 
ancient 
Greeks. No one now doubts that it cams 
from the name of the half-god, Pan; 
al­ 
though two hundred years ago the author 
of one of my old dictionaries said that it 
“had its original from the strategem of a 
great general named Pan; who with a few 
men ordered such shouts 
tq 
be 
made, 
where the rocks and country so favoured 
the sound, as to make their numbers ap­ 
pear to their enemies so large, as to af­ 
fright them.” 
The 
Greeks 
themselves, 
however, 
thought otherwise. Their 
half-god 
Pan, 
off-spring of Hermes and a nymph, 
had 
such a frightening appearance that even al 
his birth his nurse fled in terror. His head 
and trunk w*ere those of a man, except that 
his face was fiery red, his nose flat, two 
horns grew from his head, and his face 
and body were covered with thick hair. 
But lie hud the legs, thighs, feet and tail of 
a goat. Nevertheless Pan became the god 
of shepherds—perhaps they didn't fright­ 
en easily. And he was believed to have in­ 
vented the musical so-called 
“pipes 
of 
Pan” or panpipes, originally composed of 
reeds. 
Pan lived among the mountains. Perhaps 
those mountains were still volcanic, 
be­ 
cause loud noises were sometimes heard 
among them. But the superstitious people 
in the neigliborhood were 
certain 
that 
those terrifying sounds, coming from th# 
gloomy, lonely depths of the mountains, 
could only some from the hideous, repul­ 
sive god Pan, who seemed to wish them ill. 
Each time the noises were heard the fright­ 
ened neighborhood would 
be 
overcome 
with “Paniken deima.” Panic terror, as ii 
was called.

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Winter's Official 
Arrival Scheduled 
For December 22 


ANN ARBOR — Everybody in 
the northern hemisphere will have 
an extra guest for Christmas this 
year. 
Old man Winter is due to make 
his official arrival at 11:01 a. rn. 
Saturday, Dec. 22, just in time for 
the weekend festivities in advance 
of Christmas Day. 
The schedule for winter, as an­ 
nounced by Hazel M. Losh, assis­ 
tant professor of astronomy at the 
University of 
Michigan, 
makes 
Dec. 22 our shortest day since the 
sun will have reached its lowest 
point in the southern sky and will 
begin its trip northward. 
While it is winter in the north­ 
ern hemisphere, it's the start of 
the summer season in the south­ 
ern hemisphere. 
Professor Losh 
explains that the earth’s north pole 
is now tipped away from the sun 
while the south 
pole 
is** tipped 
twenty-three and 
one-half 
de­ 
grees toward the sun, 
thus 
ac­ 
counting for the different seasons 
at opposite ends of the pole. 
However, before 
you 
get 
to 
envying those living in the south­ 
ern hemisphere too much, Profes­ 
sor Losh wishes to remind you 
that our winter tends to be a lit­ 
tle milder than the kind served up 
in the South American region at 
the time when our summer season 
holds sway. 
“The northern inhabitants bene­ 
fit from the fact that at this time 
of year the earth is about one and 
one-half million miles closer to 
the sun than average,” Professor 
Losh says. 
“Also at this time of 
year the earth is moving a little 
faster in its orbit thus tending to 
shorten our winter season. 
The 
interval from the time the sun 
passes the equator heading north 
in March to the September equi­ 
nox when the sun is heading south 
is about six days longer than the 
time from the September to the 
March equinox.

The Bell Telephone system says 
ifs stretching its copper supply 
so as to save 5,000 tons this year. 
Old wire is being saved; fuses are 
being repaired by replacing one 
small damaged piece and saving 
the rest; copper is being coated 
on and electroplated on steel wire 
for use from the main line to the 
phone itself; aluminum wire is be­ 
ing used for some of the heavier 
applications; and, finally, copper 
is being saved by simplification 
ol shapes. 
Sylvania electric products also

TV producers are saving 
copper, too, through a new elec­ 
trostatic locus TV picture tube— 
and also cobalt, nickel and iron.

ANN ARBOR—Many birds, dis­ 
couragingly shy at most seasons, 
may be lured to your feeding trays, 
tempted to stay longer, and to re ­ 
turn again and again to brighten 
your sober winter garden. Prof. 
George M. Sutton, associate pro­ 
fessor of zoology at the University 
of Michigan, says. 
Of particular interest to oper­ 
ators of feeding stations and to 
bird watchers this fall has been 
the arrival, probably due to food 
shortage in the North, of the even­ 
ing grosbeak, a large finch. 
The 
colorful yellow, black and white 
bird can be tempted by box elder 
seeds. 
Also in evidence in Michigan is j 
another Northern finch, the rare 
Pine grosbeak, Professor 
Sutton 
says. 
Several small flocks have 
been reported recently in various 
places in the Lower Peninsula. 
The bird is about the size of a 
robin, rose-red all over except for 
wings and tail which are black 
with white edges.

LOS ANGELES — (TP) — The 
nervous woman of 
today is 
“a 
scared and lonely individual in 
need of a friend,” and she needs 
sym pathy 
more 
than 
m edical 
treatm ent, says a C alifornia diag­ 
nostician. 
She is a product of the m achine 
age and is frustrated and confused 
bv its 
speed, 
com petition 
and 
com plexity, Dr. Earl O. G. Schm itt 
of San Jose, Calif., told the A m er­ 
ican Medical association. 
There are five kinds of nervous 
women, Dr. Schmitt said. 
These 
are: 
1. Those 65 or over. 
2. Women in the m enopause. 
3. The young m atron. 
4. The recently m arried wom an 
whose husband may be in service. 
5. The 
“missed 
by 
m arriage 
wom en.” 
Advice Is Confusing 
A surprisingly large num ber of 
these women are “unhappy and 
w orried about m atters of 
sex,” 
Dr. Schm itt said. 
This 'situation 
is m ade worse, he added, by the 
fact that many doctors neglect the 
subject or are incapable of gibing 
useful advice about it. 
The flood of ciftrent books and 
articles about sex are evidence of 
this wide uncertainty and con­ 
fusion, he said. 
The m uch-dis­ 
cussed Kinsey report, though it 
may be w ell-intentioned, 
likely 
will not help the confused wom an 
and may even have “a very dam ­ 
aging effect on the proper un d er­ 
standing of. sex problem s and on 
the dignity of sex in the lives of 
m any 
otherwise 
sane-m inded 
women.” 
One cause of frustration, 
Dr. 
Schm itt said, is due to inability 
to keep up with some other p er­ 
son in doing work. 
Som etim es 
this other- person is the husband 
who has a 
great 
capacity 
for 
work. 
Outclassed, the 
wom an 
becomes frustrated. 
W hat many of 
these 
wom en 
need, the diagnostician said, is a 
doctor to whom they can tell their 
entire story and be sure of get­ 
ting a sym pathetic hearing. 
Much to Learn 
One drawback to this* he added, 
is that males, including 
doctors 
themselves, have much to learn 
about nervous women. 
W ork is good medicine, he said. 
“I have a firm conviction 
that 
m ore nervous women are created 
over the bridge table than over 
the wash tub.” 
These women should be encour­ 
aged to find something or som e­ 
one on whom they can tru st and 
believe. 
Many would do better if 
they returned to religion, he said.

The rule, which President Frank 
Shaughnessy of the International 
League, described as “even a big­ 
ger threat to the structure of the 
minors than nationwide 
broad­ 
casting and televising of major 
league games,” has long been 
a 
sore point with the little fellows. 
Their constant cry has been that 
the rule robs them of their stars 
and kills off the attendance. 
One Day Notice 
The rule allows the majors to 
recall their optioned players by 
giving only one day’s notice.
